vention prior to the merger with the AFL called for a re- 
examination of all the repressive laws aimed at free ex- 

ression. The recent conventions of the United Auto 
Workers, the Amalgamated Clothing Workers and the Tex- 
tile Workers Union have demanded a new look at the 
witchhunt laws of the last decade and beyond. Dean Ache- 
son in his book, “A Democrat Looks at His Party,” with 
more than a touch of self-criticism, urged the same. 

Perhaps one of the most eloquent demands for a “re- 
examination” of this web of repressive laws came from 
Walter Millis in the New York Times magazine, April 28. 
Wrote Mr. Millis: : 

“The anti-Communist crusade may fairly be called a 
heresy hunt... . : 

“Men have been convicted, as in the Smith Act trials, 
for their beliefs and utterances. Men have been required to 
testify against themselves, or heavily penalized if they do 
not. Men have been severely punished, through loss of 
reputation or livelihood, because of alleged associations, 
this often without fair trial, opportunity to confront their 
accusers or the other safeguards of due process. Men have 
been punished in various ways for voicing, or even enter- 
taining, epinions of “ill tendency’.” 


IT IS high time to end the heresy hunt. For we still 
have Smith Act prisoners Robert Thompson, Gil Green 
and Henry Winston in jail for long terms. The United Elec- 
trical Workers are being subjected to an eight-month in- 
quisition. In Baltimore and New York, workers were fired 
-y last week for refusing to discuss their political beliefs 
and associations before official inquisitors. 

The so-called harboring defendants are to be re-tried. 
In Pittsburgh a Smith Act re-trial is at hand. Th eMcCar- 
ran Act and the Walter-McCarran Act still poison the na- 
tional atmosphere. In New York the “security risk” madness 
has reached the point where Communist fishermen may not 
obtain reservoir licenses. 

From the grim to the ludicrous, all this should be 
swept away and our land returned to the Bill of Rights. 
The Court should meet these constitutional issues squarely. 
The Executive should issue amnesty promptly, and the 
California and Pittsburgh trials ended. And the Congress 
should review all these repressive laws and wipe from the 
statute books all legislation that impairs the rights of free 
speech, press and assemblage. 

On the eve of the celebration of the third anniver- 
sary of the great Supreme Court desegregation decision, 
millions of Americans—and in the first place the organized 
workers—should resolve anew to fight for the Bill of Rights 
for all. For only through the free use of the Bill of Rights 
can the popular will be expressed for peace, security and 
democracy. 


ANSWER THE RACISTS! 


OFFICIALS in eight Deep South states have declar- 
ed open war on the U.S. Supreme Court. They have chal- 
leneged the power of the federal government to enforce 
the U. S. Constitution as interpreted by the Supreme Court 
with amounts to nullification. : 

In effect these racist officials maintain that roughly 
one-fourth of the United States where states and local 
communities can exercise the right of “local option” on 
the Constitution and the observance of rights guaranteed 
by it. This amounts to secession without physical separ- 
ation. 

For nearly five months, four southern Democratic 
Senators have been permitted by their 92 colleagues to 
block legislative consideration of this issue. And now on 
the eve of the “dog days” and the rush to enact so-called 
“must” legislation we ‘are told there is little hope for civil 
rights legislation this session. Liberal Sen. Thomas C. 
Hennings (D-Mo) has issued his quota of optimistic state- 
ments. There have been a few words from Minority Lead- 
er William F. Knowland (R-Calif), presumably speaking 
for the Administration’s- bill. 

Meantime, the President has stood mute while the Dixie- 
crats choked his own bill and called for open defiance 
of the Supreme Court. | } 

The integrity and well-being of the entire country— 
and not just the welfare of the Negro people—is bound. up 
with the progress or failure of civil rights legislation in 
this session of Congress. Complacency in this has already 
been demonostrated by the President and a majority of 
the U.S. Senate. But civil rights is too important for the 
people to follow meekly such leadership. 

Friday's Pilgrimage of Prayer will undoubtedly have 
a great impact on Congress. But if a civil rights bill is 
to be wrenched out of the evil clutches of a Senator East- 
land and his racist cronies, democratic-minded Americans 
—and organized labor in the first place—will have. to speak

A RADIO DOCUMENTARY about Jesus de Galin- 
dez, the Spanish Basque scholar who was snatched and 
evidently murdered by thugs of Generalissimo Rafael L. 
Trujillo, dictator of the Dominican Republic, will be pre- 
sented coast to coast over the network of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System next Monday from 8 to 9 pm. 

The documentary is titled SLOT 
“The Galindez - Murphy 
Case: A Chronicle of Ter- 
ror. 

It will be narrated by Ed- 
ward R. Murrow. CBS an- 
nounced that the program 
would reveal “new infor- 
mation” on the case. 

Professor Galindez was a 
lecturer on Latin American 
affairs at Columbia Univer- 
sity and a long-time foe of 
the Trujillo regime. He 
disappeared under strange 
circumstances on March 12, 
1956. 

He had written a book, TRUJILLO 
The Era of Trujillo. It was an expose of 25 years of hor- 
ror under Trujillo, including 140 political assassinations 
committed by Trujillo that Prof. Galindez personally knew 
of. It described Trujillo's colossal theft and impoverish- 
ment of a whole nation. 

Prof. Galindez, a Spaniard, fled from the Franco regime 
to the Dominican Republic in 1940. He stayed there for 
six years, teaching at the diplomatic school. He also served 
as consultant in Trujillo's Ministries of Labor and Foreign 
Affairs. His book is an inside story.
